OBITUARY.

Heury E. Mwestser.

The sudden death of Mr, Swoetser. which
occurred at his residenco, In Twentieth street,
yesterday, removes from the press of New York
one of the most eflicient, the most varsatile, and
the best kuown of lia younger moembers,

Mr. Bweetser was born In Brooklyn, N. Y,
almodt thirty-three years ago. He was edn-
cated at Yale Couef)e. where he gradoated In
the clasa of 18564, urln? his college life he
had developed a marked fomdness and aptinde

for mathematical studles and meth and
scquired & ready and Ecnplcuonl atyle of
His taste led him Into jo "

ﬂnum i
and, r a short apprenticeship on the Times,
he jolned the World, almost Immediately n%ﬂl
the foundation of the latter journal. in
literary attainments and capacities made
him an able sod wuseful journalist.
But the habits of system and arrange-
ment which so few purely literary men
possess, but which his mathematical talent and
training had given him, made him an excep-
tional and remarkable one. He served this jour-
nal in varjous positions; and filled them all with
credit and efficiency. He was at differout
periods of his connection with it reporter, mail
editor, city editor, night editor, editorial writer,
editor of the wuhly. callector of slection stn-
tistics, and, indeed, he performed almost every
duty on the paper, doing everything well, and
brieging to his work a rare conscientionsness in
the discharge of its detnlls. What other men
are wont to consider as the drudgery of a news-
papéer offiee—the work of collation and arrange-
sment, the task of making up a paper, of tabulat-
ing masses of figures, and of reducing the ehaos
of electlon returns and lists and reporis to order—
was his by preference as well as :K pre-eminent
fitness. He delighted in it, and he did it well.
Ae::ordlngl{y. he wasd oftenest employed in work in
which perfection is almost unattainable, or at-
tainable only by constant attention to minute
details. Andfeven perfection in this, being
merely the absence of error, attracts no atten-
tion and wina little credit, while every imper-
feetion or oversight is glaring and does discredit
to ité nuthor. In the patlent pains he took in
arriviog at his results, and the clearness and
urderl with which he stated them, he had oo
superior.

I8 writings was always scholastically pure-
English, and his articles were marked by the
same lucidity of arrangement otherwise so con-
spicuous a characteristic in him. It may be
mentioned that Mr. Sweetser's habits of order
and mn:i)ement were consplcuous in the din-
ner tﬂven v the press to Mr. Dickens. Ita ad-
mirable arrangement was due almost wholly
to Mr. Bweetser, who performed the chief part
of the dutles of the Executive Committee,

In 1862, the statae of his health compelled him
to relinquish the harassing and responsible
position he then held upon the World, and, in
conjunction with Mr. C. H. Sweetser, he under-
took the conduct of the Round Table, After
some months the publication of that paper wis
suspended on accountof the financial exigencies
apprebended in the crisis of the war, but was
resumed in In the following spring, how-
ever, he disposed of his interest to rejoin the
World,and remained upon it theneeforthwithout
interruption until he was attocked by the short
nnd severe iliness which resulted in his death.

It will be seen that Mr, Bweetser's talents were
such as, in a public journal, are mainly con-
spicnous by their absence, Literary brilliancy,
or a stroke of newspaper ‘‘enterprise,” so called,
attracts far more immedlate notice than the
result of eare and the habit of correctness, But
though more showy, it Is not so valuable. In the
long run, the newspaper which Ismost uniformly

trustworthy is most uaiformly trusted. The
fame of “‘smartness’” is often without de-
sert. The reputation of trus can
only be gained by ecarning it. And noth-

ing can earn it but the constant exercise of such
faculties as Mr. Swectser possessed in a remark-
able degree. Success by such arta 1s of com-
paratively slow growth with the man who exer-
cises them, as well as with the journal in behalf
of which they are wielded. And though Mr,
Sweetser had attained a position not often filled
by a man of his years, there were certainly
much higher prizes in stere for him if it had
been permitied him to go on and win them,

In soclal life Mr. Bweetzer was a moet genial
and companionable man. His scrupulous defe-
rence to the opinions and consideration of the
feelings of others, his stock of information, and
the perfect conversational command he had
over it, and his vein of satirical humor, made
him both a pleasant and an instructive com-
Eunion. For many years before his death he

ad been a member of Rev. Dr, Adams’ Presby-
terlan Chureh, and a devout and constant at-
lenddant upon its public worship.—¥. ¥. World
to-day. ;

Bax Frawcisco, Feb. 17.—Another earth-
quake visited this city to-day, enusing the hotels
and buildings to be vacated instantly., The
streets were filled with people before the shock
bad hardly cessed. Fortunately it occurred
ubout the time of recess in the public schools,
and many of the children were out In theyards
playing. In the schools which were In sesasion
the teachers managed to keep the children
under control, though In one of the schools the
young mizses created quite a panic.

The Custom Houwse was uninjured, but was
soon emptied of its oconpants, The eracks made
by the October shock in some of the older build-
ings were widened a little, but no material
damage was sustalned.

Funeral services were being held In the Wash-
ington Street Baptist Church, and there was a
Inrge attendance. At the firet tremble the pastor
and congregation rushed for the doors: several
ladies fainted, but no one was serlously injured.
The old frame bulldings on the wharvas swayed
and cracked, but the waters in the bay showed
no unusual commotion. The shock was quite
heavy at Petaluma, causing the people to vacate
the brick buildings.

The weather was clear and warm at the time
of the shock. Itls raining thls evening,

British Columbin Advices.

Bax Fraxcisco, Feb. 17.—The Legislative
Counell of Brittsh Columbla was opened yester-
day by commission, Governor Musgrave being
too unwell to be present in person. In his ad-
dress, which was read, the Governor announced
himeelf in favor of the confederation with
Canada, and stated that It was the policy of the
Imperial Goyernment, By the terms of the con-
federation Canada assumes the commercial debt
of British Columbia. The population Is rated at
120,000. The debt is less than that of any other
province,

The Dominion grants yearly $35,000 and sixty
cents for each Inhabliant over the rated pepula-
tion; the same to be continued until the popula-

tlen reaches four hundred thousand, at which
rate the subsidy remains.
